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St. Paul tells us that he received a special revela- 
tion on that matter, and uses practically the same lan- 
guage as Christ used. 


Everybody should know that courtship is related 
to marriage and that, therefore, no one may begin 
such a courtship with one whom he is not allowed 
by the law of God to marry. The fact that people do 
remarry after a divorce does not alter the law of 
Cod. He is the Supreme Boss, and when He per- 
gonally united Adam and Eve in marriage, He de- 


These texts are all in the Protestant Bible, and, 
therefore, non-Catholics are not excused if they re- 
marry while their first husband or wife is still living. 

They speak about a “Biblical exception,” where 
our Divine Lord, quoted by St. Matthew, is supposed 
to say that if either husband or wife be unfaithful to 


the other, the innocent party might divorce the guilty 


one. Unfaithfulness is a reason for separation, but 
not for a remarriage, Because immediately, afte 
Christ spoke about unfaithfulness justifying a separa- 
tion, He continued: “But he who shall marry her 
that is put away, committeth adultery.” | | 

The Catholic Church teaches the same doctrine, 
namely, that unfaithfulness, or habitual drunkénness, 
might be a reason for husband and wife to separate, 
but does not give either of them the Bap inges of 
marrying again during the lifetime the other 
partner. , 

Let everyone be absolutely certain that it is the 
devil who tries to persuade a Catholic to keep com- 
pany with a divorcee, knowing that if it leads to an 

valid marriage both parties are very likely to lose 
their souls. Even though one might want to be re- 
conciled with God before death, he certainly would 
not wish to be kept out of Heaven probably for cen- 
turies. 

Whenever God speaks even the Church’s hands 
become tied. 

Of course a parent who consents to a son or 
daughter to court a divorcee is guilty of grave sin.

Prayerful—So that God will aid 
us, our friends, and our enemies, 
to follow the Prinee’ of Peace.

New York—(NC)—Two years 
of studying weather conditions has 
led the Rey. J. Joseph Lynch; 8. J., 
director of the. Fordham Univers- 
ity Seismic Observatory, to the 
conclusion that the Great Lakes 
hold the key that eventually will 
mean accurate forecasts of sudden 
weather changes. 


In cooperation with the Navy 
Father Lynch has been studying 
certain miscroseismic waves re- 
corded at Fordham in a pattern 
indicating influence by known 
weather changes. He believes that 
these underground wave vibrations 
have sométhing to do with chang- 
ing conditions, O 

Fordham scientists have been 
unable to determine the actual 
cause of the microseismic waves, 
however. When that is established 
they hope to determine a standard 
of measuring the waves which will 
make it possible accurately to re- 
cord in advance weather conditions 
moving in the.normal pattern from 
West to East.

Japan, Holy See 
Agree To Full 
Diplomatic Accord

one of Japan’s largest newspapers, 
carried a photograph of the Arch- 
bishop and Mr. Iguchi. No editorial 
comments have appeared in news- 
papers so far. i 


When diplomatic relations with 
the Holy See were proposed about 
20 years ago, considerable discus- 
sion was aroused. Japanese Budd- 
hists were strongly opposed. Now, 
according to a foreign ministry 
source, the decision was made, an- 
nounced and apparently accepted 
as a normal step in the restoration 
of Japan’s diplomatic connections 
with the world. 


The Cabinet voted on the deci- 
sion and will also vote on the ap- 
peintment of the diplomat chosen 
to represent Japan at the Vatican. 
The Legislature does not vote on 
either the decision or the appoint- 
ment. The naming of a Japanese 
minister and of a Papal Inter- 
nuncio ~will not come until ‘after 
the Japanese Peace Treaty has 
been ratified by the -signatory 
countries. Two of Japan’s previous 
post-war premiers, Mr. Shidehara 
in 1946, and Mr. Katayama in 
1947, told this correspondent in 
interviews that they favored diplo- 
matic relations with the Vatican. 

Ken Harada, who was Japan’s 
first diplomatic representative to 
the Holy See, left "Rome almost 
exactly six years ago and returned 
to Japan, in accordance with Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s instructions 
to the Japanese government to 
recall all its foreign representa- 
tives. Before his departure, Mr. 
Harada, who had the rank of Am- 
bassador, was received by His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII in the 
customary farewell audience. 

Mr. Harada, whose wife was de- 
scribed in dispatches ten years ago 
as “a fervent Catholic,” was 
charge d'affaires of the Japanese 
Embassy at Vichy, France, before 
he was named to the Vatican post. 

In connection with his appoint- 
ment in 1942, which came within 
four months after Pearl Harbor, it 
was pointed out at the time—re-

‘It is probably true that most but 
not all Catholic churchmen would 
welcome the resumption of diplo- 
matic relations between the United 
and the Vatican. State. 
However, Ann O’Hare McCormick, 
editorial writer for the New York 
Times, writing in The Common- 
weal, says: “The Holy Father 
would rather not have a,U.S5. Am- 
bassador than to see ill-feeling 
and religious controversy in the 
United States.” 
Cardinal Spellman is frequently 
credited—or blamed—with being 
responsible for the appointment of 
a United States Ambassador to 
the Vatican State. Italian Com- 
munist papers have declared that 
there is a direct telephone line 
connecting President Truman and 
the Cardinal, and U.S. papers have 
picked up the stery. Yet speaking 
in Rome only last week Cardinal 
Spellman declared that he had 
neither seen nor spoken to Mr. 
Traman in at least two years. 
Perhaps Cardinal Spellman and 
many other Catholics—although 
certainly not all—are disappointed 
that General Mark Clark withdrew. 
as Ambassador nominee to the 
Vatican State. But as an Amer- 
ican citizen the Cardinal has only 
expressed himself as believing it 
“most appropriate for my country 
to have a representative at the 
Vatican where some 40 other coun- 
tries have one.”

How do we account for Adam's 
disobedience to God, particularly 
since he had plenty of good things 
to eat without plucking the for- 
bidden fruit? : 

The explanation is that the devil, 
who had also dwelt in Paradise as 
an angel, knowing that human be- 
ings were destined to fill the places 
vacated by the rebel angels, out of 
envy and jealously, and out of re- 
venge towards God who punished 
them, deceived Eve. 

The skeptic might ridicule the 
idea of a “serpent” tempting Eve; 
but religion teaches that it was an 
evil spirit, who took the form of a 
serpent. An evil spirit is no more 
visible to the human eye than a 
good spirit is. Hence he had to take 
some form, and he took the form of 
a serpent and twined himself 
around the limb of the “Tree of 
Knowledge of Good and Evil” and 
began a conversation with Eve, 
asking her why they never plucked 
fruit from that tree. Eve explained 
that God had forbidden them. The 
tempter represented that she was 
only depriving herself of extra 
knowledge and extra felicity by 
paying attention to that order; 
that, evidently, there could not be 
any harm in eating that luscious 
fruit. 

Of course, the sin of Eve, and 
‘later that of Adam, was not due to 
the eating of fruit, but to their 
defiance of God’s order, in other 
words, to their wilful disobedience. 
Because God was putting them on 
trial, as He had put the angels on

eation and various vocations, nev- 
ertheless, during the eight years 
in which they are connected with 
the program their lives will not 
be entirely their own. They will 
be at the beck and call of the gov- 
ernment and there will always be 
a big “if” in any of their plans. 
They will have to think of the de- 
fense of their country first and 
anything else must be secondary. 

High school seniors, of course, 
will be most concerned with the 
Universal Military Training Pro- 

am. They know it will be wait- 
ing for them at graduation or 
shortly thereafter. While many of 
our graduates heretofore have an- 
ticipated military service sooner 
or later, still they have not had to 
face the prospect of a definite six 
months’ training program immedi- 
ately upon graduation, such as the 
UMT bill will demand. 

The primary concern of any 
Catholic boy realistically looking 
ahead to this training must be for 
the strengthening and preserva- 
tion of his Faith. While it must 
be said that the Pentagon meeting 
for religious leaders was called at 
the express desire of the Office of 
Defense, and that at that meeting 
definite plans were made to safe- 
guard the morals of the youthful 
trainees, still the individual Cath- 
olic boy must consider his own per- 
sonal spiritual responsibilities.
